The past year has seen a large increase in the population of the town as 
the result of both one and multi-family housing. The Planning Board has 
been busy working very hard in updating our Master Plan and Zoning Or- 
dinance so this growth will not have too severe an effect on our tax rate and 
our town. 

The Sargent Street Bridge has been completed which makes it better for 
residents using Sargent Street as well as insuring better fire protection to the 
residents of that area of the town. Also, the apartments on Scribner Road 
will add considerable traffic over this bridge. 

Road Agent, Albert Cross, has attended several meetings relative to the 
Concord Solid Waste Disposal District. This incineration project is planned 
to be opened in 1988 and will alleviate some of the problems associated with 
disposing of our refuse. 

The Board is continuing in its efforts to close the stump dump, located 
behind the Town Shed, as ordered by the State of New Hampshire. We have 
received tentative approval to move the site to the Carr Pit located on Sar- 
Penieo treet. 

Our Old Home Day attracted the largest turnout to date and those who 
attended stayed throughout the entire day. This was due to an outstanding 
job of planning by the Old Home Day Committee and its chairman, Mike 
Summersett. 

With the cooperation of the department heads the Board has managed to 
save money through instituting various cost-reducing measures and as a re- 
sult the 1985 budget shows a surplus of $104,851.00. 

For the first time in several years, as of December 31st., there are no law 
Suits pending against the town. 

The Board wishes to express its sincere thanks to all the elected officials, 
town employees, committees, volunteers and residents who have helped great- 
ly during 1985.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Northfield, in the County of Merri- 
mack in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Northfield Town Hall the eleventh 
day of March next at ten of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town officers and School District officers for 
the ensuing year. And on the fifteenth day of March next at ten of the clock 
in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 

2. Toseeif the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawals from Reve- 
nue Sharing Funds, extablished under the provision of the State and Local 
Assistance Act of 1972, for use as set-offs against the amount indicated, or 
take any action thereon: 


1. Police Camera $ 450.00 
2. Police Typewriter 925.00 
3. Highway Sander Body 8,000.00 
Total $9,375.00 


3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal from Capital 
Reserve, Building and Equipment Fund the amount of $49,500.00 to pur- 
chase a new Loader for the Highway Department. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$16,638.00 to hire a fifth Police Officer. This amount is for salary and benefits 
for nine months of 1986. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to allow the Selectmen to set the fees for 
Building Permits. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to cost-share 
with landowners the expense of them hiring a professional forester to over- 
see timber harvests on their lands within the town. Said cost-share amount 
shall be determined by the Selectmen and shall not exceed 10% of the actual 
timber yield tax revenues paid by the landowner to the Town; and further 
to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $1,000.00 for this 
purpose. 

-7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Planning Board to re- 
view, and approve or disapprove, site plans for the development of tracts 
for nonresidential uses or for multi-family dwelling units containing more 
than two (2) dwelling units, and to direct the Town Clerk or file with Merri- 
mack County Registry of Deeds appropriate notice of such authorization, 
pursuant to RSA 674:43. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 72:37 
for the exemption for the blind from property tax. This statute provides that 
every inhabitant who is legally blind shall be exempt each year from the prop- 
erty tax on a residence value of $15,000.00 (By Ballot) 

9. Tosee if the Town will vote to oppose the burial, storage, transporta- 
tion and production of high level radioactive waste in the Town of North- 
field and State of New Hampshire; and to call upon Congress to conduct 
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an independent investigation with full public participation into the feasibili- 
ty and prudence of the US Department of Energy’s (DOE’s) present plan to 
dispose of radioactive waste and into the DOE’s competence to carry out 
such a plan. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to adopt written Welfare Guidelines as 
proposed by the Board of Selectmen. Chapter 380 of the Laws requires the 
Town to adopt written Welfare Guidelines prior to April 1, 1986. (Copies 
of the full text of the proposed guidelines are on file with the Town Clerk. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the amendments to the North- 
field Zoning Ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board and by special 
ballot prepared for same. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget submitted by the 
Budget Committee, and pass any vote in relation thereto. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept, 
receive and expend any Federal or State funds that may become available 
to the Town within the fiscal year 1986. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize prepayment of taxes and 
authorize the Tax Collector to accept payments in prepayment of taxes. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax Collector to dis- 
count by 2% any amount in taxes due when said taxes are paid within 30 
days of the date of billing. 

16. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes. 

17. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to administer or dis- 
pose of any real estate that may be acquired through the Tax Collector’s deeds. 

18. To transact any business that may legally come before said meeting. 

The polls shall close not earlier than six of the clock in the evening.

We have examined the combined financial statements and the combining 
fund and account group financial statements of the Town of Northfield, New 
Hampshire as of and for the year ended December 31, 1984, as listed in the 
table of contents. Our examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, included such tests of the ac- 
counting records and such other auditing procedures as we considered neces- 
sary in the circumstances. 

As described in Note 1B, the combined financial statements referred to 
above do not include financial statements of the General Fixed Asset Group 
of Accounts which should be included to conform with generally accepted 
accounting principles. 

In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Asset Group 
of Accounts results in an incomplete presentation, the combined financial 
statements and the combining fund financial statements and the account 
group financial statements referred to above present fairly the financial po- 
sition of the Town of Northfield, New Hampshire, at December 31, 1984, 
and the results of its operations for the year then ended, in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis consistent with 
that of the preceding year. 

Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the 
combined financial statements taken as a whole and on the combining fund 
and account group financial statements. The accompanying financial infor- 
mation listed as supplemental schedules in the table of contents is presented 
for purposes of additional analysis and is not a required part of the com- 
bined financial statements of the Town of Northfield, New Hampshire. The 
information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the ex- 
amination of the combined, combining fund and account group financial 
statements and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in all material respects in re- 
lation to the combined financial statements taken as a whole.

The Northfield Planning Board meets the third Monday of every month 
at 7:30 P.M. in the town hall. The board consists of seven regular members 
including the chairman, secretary and selectman representative, plus two al- 
ternate members. After the resignation of Diane Knaefler as secretary, Chair- 
man Greenburg requested the appointment of Terry Steady as an ex-official 
member of the Planning Board as recording secretary. 

Members of the board attended the 1985 Municipal Law Lecture Series 
in Meredith. The information gained at these meetings is important to keep 
abreast of changes in the RSA’s affecting land use boards and knowing how 
the courts interpret and rule on land use issues. 

In 1985 twenty-one lots were subdivided and also 25 condominium units 
were approved at the Highland Ski Area. One lot line change was approved. 
In August a permit was granted for excavation under the authority of RSA 
1S5E73: 

With increased growth in town the Planning Board reviewed the present 
town zoning ordinance and recommended six amendments to the ordinance. 
These changes will be voted upon in March 1986, after the required public 
hearings. 

Another issue that was discussed numerous times this year is the Planning 
Board’s authority to review and approve: mobile home parks; light indus- 
try; and, apartment complexes. With the possible influx of these in the fu- 
ture the Planning Board is seeking site plan review authority at the 1986 town 
meeting. 

It was a busy year for the Planning Board and 1986 leaves us with a large 
task to undertake; to control and regulate growth in town to protect our small- 
town environment, but also allow for the growth that towns north of Con- 
cord with good access to I-93 are experiencing in a reasonably sound manner.

Tilton-Northfield Fire District 
Report of Audit 


I have examined the 1985 records of the Tilton-Northfield Fire District 
including the Treasurer’s journal, payroll records, money market account, 
canceled checks, bank statements, invoices and related items. Examination 
of the records was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing stan- 
dards and accordingly included such tests of the accounting records and such 
other auditing procedures as considered necessary in the circumstances.
